Laird hails 
lowest U.S. 
war deaths

Secretary Melvin Laird. sald last’ 


night that American battlefield 
deaths in the Vietnam war last 

week were the ‘lowest since the 
U.S. assumed a combat role in 
March, 1965. 

Mr. Laird arrived from Washing- 
ton amid speculation that President 
Nixon will cut U.S. ground forces 
to 40,000 men by next July 1, re- 
duce the U.S. military command to 
an advisory group and bring Gen. 
Creighton Abrams home to be 
Army Chief of Staff. 

Mr. Laird declined to divulge the 
number of American battle deaths 
last week, saying that the figure 
would be released at the regular 
daily U.S. command briefing today. 
However, the toll would have to 
be only one or two men killed last 
week because records already show 
at least one week since March 1965 
in which only three Americans 
were killed. 

In the first three weeks of Oc- 
tober, the U.S. combat deaths have 
been fewer than elght each week. 

Mr. Laird said the low number 
of American casualtles is largely 
due to efforts by Gen, Abrams, 
Progress in modernization of the 
South Vietnamese armed forces, and 
assumption of a greater share of 
the fighting by Saigon forces. 

By contrast, Mr. ‘Laird said that 
in the week before the Nixon Ad- 
ministration assumed office in Ja- 
nuary 1969, there were 196 Amer- 
icans Killed in action during the 
Seven-day period. 

The Defence Secretary, here for 
ἃ three-day visit, went into consul- 
tations with Gen. Abrams and U.S. 
Ambassador Elisworth Bunker 
Shortly after he arrived at Salgon's 
Tan ‘Son Nhut Airbase. He told 
newsmen he would make a personal 
report to President Nixon, and that 
On or about November 15 the Pre- 
sident would make a statement on 
the progress of Vietnamization, and 
“the prospects for peace as far as 
the negotiating route in Paris is 
concerned.” 

The strongest speculation is that 
Mr. Nixon will announce that he 
is reducing U.S. forces In Vietnam 
to a residual force of 40,000 by 
next July 1.

The appellant was found guilty 
by the Haifa District Court of 
blackmailing one Avraham Cohen 
by means of threats — an offence 
contrary to section 12 of the Penal 
Law Amendment (Deceit, Blackmail 
and Extortion) Law, 1963. The con- 


viction wes based mainly on the 
evidence of Mr. Cohen himself, who 
had attempted to commit sulcide, 
leaving a suicide note relating the 
story of the alleged blackmail. 

The District Court, while finding 
Cohen’s story fantastic, neverthe- 
less came to the conclusion that he 
was telling the truth, and convicted 
the appellant: 

In the appeal to the Supreme 
Court Mr. Toister appeared for the 
eppellant and Miss Εἰ.

Judgment 

Justice Etzionl, who delivered the 
main opinion of the Supreme Court, 
noted that the rule is that even If ἃ 
trial judge believes the testimony of 
a sole witness, ἐξ is nevertheless 
risky to convict an accused on the 
strength of his testimony. and before 
doing so the courts must exercise 
the greatest caution and give their 
full attention to every discrepancy 
in the sole witness' testimony (see 
CrA, 77/64, 2. PD, 18/70; and 
Cr. A. 466/65, 2 P.D. 20/449). 

In the case under consideration, 
he continued, the District Court had 
not referred to the discrepancies 
in the complainant's testimony and 
had apparently been impressed by 
his veracity for two reasons: that it 
was improbable that the complain- 
ant would have falsely accused ἃ 
fellow worker in. a note written in 
what he thought were the last mi: 
nutes of his life; and that the 
accused's failure to give any expla- 
nation to the police redounded to 
hig discredit and gave the truth to 
the complainant's story. . 

However, held Justice Etztoni, he 
could not accept either of these rea- 
sons. For In the case of the suicide 
letter, it was irrelevant whether it 
was feasible that a person would 
falsely accuse another in a death 
note, or not, as the note Itself was 
not admissible as evidence, and the 
law is that when evidence which is 
not admissible In proof of a crimi- 
nal charge has been admitted by 
error or inadvertence, such evidence 
aball not be used in proof of the 
charge, nor shall any judgment be 
based thereon (section 56 of the 
Evidence Ordinance), It is true, he 
continued, that section 56 algo pro- 
vides that the fact that such eviden- 
ce has been heard by the court shall 
not be held ‘to invalidate the judg- 
ment unless the accused would not 
have been convicted if such evidence 
had not been given or there was no 
other sufficient evidence to support 
the conviction apart from that evi- 
dence. However, he held, it ia clear 
that the District Court attributed 
great importance to the complain- 
ant's suicide note and It Is very 
doubtful. whether it would have 
found the appellant guilty on the 
basis of the complainant’s sole tes- 
thmony if it were not for the support 
he had found in the inadmissible 
suicide note. The conviction based 
on the wrongly admitted evidence 
should, therefore, be set azide. 

Furthermore, continued Justice 
Etzioni, the District Court had erred 
also im finding verification of the 
complainant’s story in the appel- 
lant's failure to give an explanation 
to the police. For the rule is that a 
person is lawfully entitled to. refrain 
from answering questions put to 
him for the purpose of discovering 
whether he has committed a crimi- 
nal offence and no incriminating 
conclusions may be drawn from his 
exercise of this save in very excep- 
tional cases; and, in any event, the 
accused's silence cannot serve ag an

doctor for so many feople? This 
shortage is characteristic of most 
lower socto-economic areas, It makes 
mo sense to have & pediatriclan on 
duty only in the morning, or only in 
the afternoon, if at all. Children do 
not choose a time to set sick. The 
practice of closing neighbourhood 
clinics between one and four is also 
absurd. The “oversupply” could be 
placed on duty durinz these hours 
to handle any type of emergency. 

‘When my child fell at 1:30 one 
afternoon and cut himself badly 
enough to require ἃ stitch, I could 
find no doctor, 49 both the clinic at 
Dora and the one Jn Netanya were 
closed. I was advised ὃν the Magen 
David Adom to take him to Hadera 
to the hospital to be stitched, as 
they could not do it. Fortunately, a 
friend at the ulpan took us in his 
car. But what do the poor who have 


no car nor taxi fare do? The 
“oversupply doctor” could be put to 
work, but 35 usual, the bur2aucra- 
cys left hand doesn't want its right 
hand te do anything.

The adequate supply of pediatri- 
cians canuot be judged by one case. 
In Israel, there are 19 pediatricians 
per 100,000 inhabitants. According 
to the recommendations of the World 
Health Organization, an average 3.5 | 
pediatricians re required per 
100,000 population. In England, the | 
average is less than 15, in the 
U.S.A. approximately 3, and in 
Canada about 2.5. 

Mrs. Levin's complaint should be | 
attributed to organizational pro- 
biems, and not to the Jack or over- 
supply of pediatricians in Israel. 

Finally, Mra. Levin's letter deals 
with pediatricians at the beginning, 
and with surgeons at the end. It is 
absolutely impossible to expect a 
smali neighbourhood clinic to have 
all necessary specialists.

Giant nylon 
plant begun 


MIGDAL HABMEK. — Ground was 
broken here yesterday for a 1L100m, 
nylon yarn factory. It will eventually 
employ 700 workers. 

The plant is being financed by 
businessmen from Italy, Bngland 
and Holland, headed by Mr. Enio 
Levi, of Milan. 

The factory, according to current 
plans, will spread over 240 dunams, 
and the ground is expected to be 
ready for building by March next 
year. Most of the plant's equipment 
has been ordered, and some machi- 
nery is already on its way to Israel. 

Tn its initial stages the plant wil} 
be able to produce some 6,600 tons 
of nylon yarn, most of which will be 
sold locally.

Poultry down to 
114.30 a kilo 


The retail price of dressed 
poultry became cheaper earlier this 
week and now stands at 11.4.80-4.5ῦ 
per kilogram in butchershops and 
stores. 

An Agriculture Ministry spokes- 
man said that due to the increased 
supply during October wholesale 
prices slipped from 1L2.60 per kilo- 
gram to 1L2.30. This price is below 
the support price for farmers, 
which is 1.2.63 per kg. A plentiful 
supply of poultry during November 
has been assured by advance plan- 
ning by the Agriculture Ministry 
and the Poultry Board 

The wholesale price of turkey 
meat has gone down to IL3 2 kilo- 
gram, wheh is 30 agora below the 
farm support price. Retail prices for 
turkey breast fluctuate between IL7 
and IL9 a kilogram.

Shippers ask Zim 
to cut increases

HAIFA. --- The Shippers Council on 
Tuesday urged the Zim management 
to reduce the freight charge in- 
creases it announced for next Fe- 
bruary. 


The council, which represents im- 
porters and exporters, asked that 
Zim trim the rise on its own lines 
from 7.5 to 5 per. cent, in view of 
the sharp decline in ship chartering 
costs. It also called on Zim to use 
its Influence with the British and 
Scandinavian Conferences to get 
them to reduce their 12.5 per cent 
increase announced for January, to 
10 per cent. It was noted that ποὶ- 
ther conference had so far reduced 
ie, 2.5. per cent fuel - surcharge, 
lespite the” decline in ‘fuel ‘prices’ 
which’ had motivated other confe- 
rences to drop the surcharge. 

Council Secretary Arieh Mehual 
said on Tuesday night that Zim Ge- 
neral Manager Moshe Kashti under- 
took to study their demands, and in- 
formed them that the Continent-Near 
East (Conecon) Conference, the lar- 
gest serving Israel, would not raise 
Its charges until next June. He also 
agreed to use Zim's influence in 
the conferences to try to forestall 
further price rises during 1972.

According to reliable sources, Sir 
Isaac issued the denial in response 
to articles in some local newspapers 
which had szeculated on his inten- 
tion to sell his interests in Paz. The 
firm's profits are not announced by 
Sir Isaac, who hands them over to 
his favourite charities in Israel. 

The statement was issued by Sir 
to ‘his departure for 
London, at the end of a six-week 
stay in Israel.

Police Minister Shlomo Hillel 
said yesterday that police were 
giving the matter of protecting 
doctors and Pathologists high 
priority. They were tracking down 
the persons who were harassing 
the doctors and daubing their 
walls, and trying to detect those 
involved in the leaflets against 
the doctors. 

Replying in the Knesset to a 
question by Mr. Revver Arzi {Align- 
ment-Mapam), the Police Minister 
said that files had already been 
opened against a number of suspects 
in this connection. The police would 
do their utmost to see that the 
trials took place soon. He hoped 
that the perpetrators would be 
brought to book, thanks to police 
cooperation with the doctors. 

In other replies, the Minister said: 
e@ In the case of Inspector Yitzhak 

Shmuel, who was suspended from 
the Jerusalem Police on charges 
of malfeasance, there would un- 
doubtedly be a need for a further 
probe to discover whether anybody 
else ought to have kaown what was 
A going on (to Mr. Shmuel Tamir — 
Free Centre); 

@ Police have instructions not to 
eat and drink at nizht clubs and 
bars which they enter on their 
rounds. If they do not pay, they 
commit a disciplinary offence. 
Police on night duty can now get 


free béverages at the stations, thus 
obviating need to take drinks out- 
side (to Mr. Tamir); 
e Police are seeking further evl- 
dence on charges of a protection 
racket in Tel Aviv's Carmel Market, 
and will continue to keep an eye on 
the place in various ways (to Mr. 
Yosef Tamir — Gahal): 
e@ When police have advance notice 
of the arrival in Israel of drug- 
consumers, they try and prevent 
their entry. Also, when non-residents 
are convicted of drug offences, and 
have completed thelr sentence, they 
are deported, and prevented from 
re-entering (to Mr. Shalom Cohen — 
Independent); 

Interior Minister Dr. Yosef Burg, 
who also appeared at question-time, 
told Prof. Yitzhak Klinghofer (Ga- 
hal) that a check had been made 
into the past of Mr. Joseph Stasher, 
the American Jewish financier, be- 
fore he got citizenship under the 
Law of the Return, in September 1970. 
Asked in a supplementary question 
who was responsible at the Ministry 
at the time Mr. Stasher got his im- 
migrant certificate, Dr. Burg said 
he would require due notice of that 
question. “The matter went on for 
many years,” he clarified. 

The Interior Ministry's informa- 
tion about Mr. Stasher’s past was 
supplied by the police, Dr. Burg

‘Minimal’ standard of 
living sought by doctors

to make a decent living." The 
LM.A., he impited, would concen- 
trate its efforts in the immediate 
future on improving its members’ 
financial position, 

The Association would also inten- 
sify its efforts in another field — 
of seeing that impossible work 
loads were not imposed on doctors. 
He claimed that doctors were often 
called upon to see twice as many 
patients in ciinics as provided for 
in their contracts. In hospitals, bed 
occupancy of some wards was 150 
per"cent, Not ‘only this; the shortage: 


of hospital beds allow2d the ad- 
mission only of serigus cases, which 
again imposed an extra work load 
on the staff, 

“The doctors are tired,” he said. 
“This was not good for them, and 
certainly not for the patients.” 

He also called for closing the 
gap hetween the two “camps of 
doctors: those in the clinics, who 
were considered by the public to be 
inferior doctors, and those in the 
hospitals, who were covered with 
glory.” Steps in this direction had 
already been taken, but the gap 
was still wide. 

He called for enforcement of the law 
to catch hooligans conducting a 
“campaign of harassment" against 
pathologists. Not only should the 
police take active steps to catch 
them, but they sbould also be 
brought to court, he said. 

This year's is the 1.M.A.'s 33rd na- 
tional conference.

TEL ‘AVIV. — Meir Ya‘ari, Mapam 
Secretary-General, has ennounced that 

~he will retire from the Party leader- 
whip by the next convention, at the 
end of 1972 or early in 1978. 

He told the Mapam ‘Secretariat 
yesterday of ‘his decision not to 
stand again for the secretary-gen- 
eralship of the Party ne founded 
and has ruled with an iron hand 
ever since, 

The 74-year-old founding father 
of the school of Marxist Zionism 
said the main reason Yor hts resolve 
‘to retire was the “unrestrained and 
poisonous campaign being waged 
against me by a well-known group 
on the pages of (Party youth week- 
ly) ‘Hotem’ and the Kibbutz Artzi 
journal.”

Leyland Autocars factory in Haifa 
and Ashdod are clused temporarily, 
while the official receivers appoint- 
ed by a court take an inventory of 
assets.

Managing director Yitzhak Shubin- 
aly automatically vacates his post, 
according to dir.

Balance budget to ease 
inflation—Zanbar

HAIFA. — “The budget should be 
belanced to avoid a deficit in order 
to ease inflationary pressures,” the 
Governor of the Bank of Israel, Mr. 
Moshe Zanbar, said here yesterday. 

At a meeting with the press in 
Mayor Fileshan’s chambers, the Gov- 
ernor exp! the new credit re- 
strictiona — going into effect today 
— as “essential during a period of 
over-activity, over-lquidity and over- 
employment.” The restrictions are 
being applied in the form of a freeze 
on the totel credit volume, which, 
according to Mr. Zanbar, “is tan- 
tamount in the present 
trend to a braking effect.” 

Be said that the banks were co- 
operating, aa their experts shared 
the opinion that {t was necessary to 
“cool” the overheated economy. 

There would also be a close watch 
on banks, he said, in reply to a 
question with regard to smali banks 
(two of which — Feuchtwanger and 
Eflern — collapsed during the term 
in office of Mr. Zanbar’s predecessor, 
Mr. David Horowitz). 


Tt is now Government policy to 
promote the merger of smaller 
banks, he said. “Overheads threaten 
to swallow them. In order to com- 
pete, they pay depositors higher in- 
terest rates and tend to lend money 
to ‘risky’ borrowers.” Mr. Zanbar 
felt, however, that there 15 scope for 
specialization —- such as merchant 
bankers or for small banks with a 
steady and well-established group of 
clients,

Bank of Israel Yitzhak

Raise low wages to close 


salary gap—Ben-Aharon

TEL AVIV. Raising lower- 
bracket salaries without propor- 
tionally increasing higher salaries 
fs the recipe Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yitzhak Ben-Abaron pre- 
scribes for narrowing the wage gap. 
He recommends such a policy for 
the Hfstadrut for the next two 


years. 


Mr. Ben-Aharon was speaking to 
representatives of salaried women 
from all parts of the country who 
came to Beit Lessin yesterday at 
the invitation of the Histadrut. 

When salaries at the bottom of 
the pay scale are raised, women — 
who fill! most of the lowest-paid 
jobs — will benefit, The principle of 
equalty of pay for men and women 
for the same kind of job was ac- 
cepted by the Histadrut, Mr. Ben- 
Aharon said. “But nothing has ever 
been obtained without a struggle,” 
he warned. : 

“Under present conditions no 
family can hope for a decent income 
from the work of one member of 
the family couple alone,” Mr. Ben- 
Aharon warned. He was concerned 
about the tendency of today’s youth 
to forsake manual work for acade- 
mic diplomas. “Academic training 
should not prevent a young man or 
woman from in manual 
work, especially in view of the 
fact that most trades today require 
a well-trained intellect to handle 
sophisticated equipment,” Mr. Ben- 
Aharon sald.
